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GHTING ALONG THE YALU 


DECISION GOES AGAINST 


Circuit Court Holds That S. P. 


President Cannot Intervene in 


Northern Securities Case. 


ST. PAUL,, Minn., April 19.—In the 


Unltei 
States 
Circuit Court to-lay 


Judges Sanborn, Thayer. Vandevent- 
frr. and Hook unanimously denied the 
application of E. H. Harrlinan and 
Winglow Pierce and the Oregon Short 
Line Railroad Company for leave to 
Intervene In the case of the United 
States against the Northern Securities 
Company on the following grounds 


REASONS GIVEN. 


First—The plan of the directors of 


the Northern Securities Company for 
the 
distribution of the stock of the 


Great Northern and Northern Pacific 
Railway Companies Is not violn.t!vp of 
the decree In the Northern Securities 
case. . 


Second—No 
one but 
the 
United 


States can successfully appeal to the 
court to enjoin the execution of that 
plan on the grourtd»lhat it is In viola- 
tion of the ShermSn Anti-Trust Act 
and the United States expresses satis- 
faction with the present decree. 


Th-ird—The stock of the two rail- 


way companies Is not in the custody 
of the court. 


Fourth—An Intervention is not nec- 


essary to enable the petitioners to pro- 
tect any pecuniary Interest or equity 
they have. 


Judge Thayer delivered the opir.ion 


of the court. 


FORMAL ENTRY. 


The formal entry of the court is as 


follows :

rlman. Wlnslow S. Pierce and the Ore- 
gon Short Line Railroad Company for 
leave to intervene In this case was 
heard before this court on April 12th 
and 13th, 1904, and after due consider- 
ation it Is hereby ordered that the raid 
application be and the same is hereby 
denied.

OPINION OF COURT. 


The court In discussing the reasons 


for the decree, 
after 
reciting 
'.he 


grounds put forth by Harrinian and 
Pierce for leave to intervenent, SH.VS: 


"Applications for leave to intervene 


Jn a case after the entry of a final de- 
cree are very unusual. They are i ev- 
er granted as a matter of course and 
owing to the tendency of such applica- 
tions to occasion delay ana prolong the 
the existing litigation, they ought not 
be granted unless it is neccssavy to do 
so to preserve some right which fan- 
not otherwise be protected or to avoid 
some complication that 
is 
liable: to 


arise. 


"The principal ground, as it seems. 


on which the petitioners, Harrinian and 
Pierce, base their application to inter- 
vene, is that It Is necessary to the due 
enforcement 
of the decree that they 


should b« admitted Into" the case as 
parties and toe allowed to'raise further 
itsues and obtain further orders. It is 
undoubtedly true that a supplemental 
bill may be filed In a case after a final 
decree, for the purpose of fully execut- 
ing It, when, after the decree is entered, 
some action has been taken or some 
unforeseen events occur which will pre- 
vent Us enforcement unless some fur- 
ther orders or directions arc given. 
But we fall to perceive that furthei 
orders are necessary in the case In 
hand to Insure the due expcutlon o£ 
the decree according to Its terms. The 
decree was wholly prohibitory. It en- 
Joins the doing of certain threatened 


acts nnd so long- as these acts are not 
•Jon'-> it enforces itself and no further 
acti'jn looking to its enforcement Is 
dee;iu;d essential. 


PURPOSE OF INTERVENTION. 
"It was said, In argument, that one 


purpose of the intervention Is to have 
thai clause of the decree which is now 
merely permissive, made mandatory. 
But this would be to modify the pro- 
vlsi >ns of a decree which has now be- 
con;r! final by affirmance and make an 
onj.'r which we expressly and on full 
con .-I'lera'.lun declined to make when 
the ilotree was entered. This wo must 
decline to do." 


In speaking of the contentions oC Har- 


rlmMi and Pierce that the proposed plan 
of disposition of the stock of the North- 
ern Pacific and CJreat Northern Railway 
Co:r.panics would result In li-iivlng the 
conl-ol of the two railroads in the hands 
or i..T.sor.s who co-operated in .forming 
the Securities Company, the Court says:

WHERE 
TO 
INTERVENE. 


"According to 
well-established 
rules 


the petitioners cannot intrude into this 
IC'Bh'.itlfjn merely to protect the public 
into .'.MK. as long as the Government Is 
pr(.= "iit*by its Attorney-General and ex- 
pics-cs its disapproval of such' intrusion. 
The petitioners can intervene only for 
their protpction for their own individual 
intei "s'ls and for that purpose only in 
the event (.hat they can obtain adequate 
prol-ntlon in no other way. 


"1 lie United Slates Stands upon the de- 


cree as affirmed 
nucl submits that the 


Coii'-t Is only concerned to'see that It is 
faithfully observed by the defendants ac- 
cording to Its I arms." 


The. Court. In referring to the state- 


ment of the attorneys for Harrlrmin that 
the stock of the Securities Company was 
in custody of the Court, pays:

ONLY A RUSE. 


In the best-informed military quar- 
ters the correspondent of the Associ- 
ated Press finds considerable skuptl- 
clsm In regard to the reported Japanese 
landing in Liao Tung Gulf and inclina- 
tion to think it has been too widely 
advertised to prove more than a ruse. 


If hea%-y landing occurs now except 
in Korea, the Russian authorities are 
more disposed to believe that It would 
be near Taku Shan. Japanese troops 
are expected daily at the mouth o:'. the 
Yalu river. 
Reports that there are five thousand 


Cossacks in the neighborhood of Gen- 
san are denied. The Russian cavalry 
is scouting along the east of Korea, 
but not so far down as Gensan. 


SKIRMISHING. 


.'While there has been a most con- 


s(tant skirmishing along the Yalu. the 
Russians do not anticipate land fight- 
ing for pome time, not believing that 
the Japanese will seriously attempt 
crossing the river until their advance 
can be supported by txvo corps, which, 
their advices indicate, about represent 
the strength of the Mikado's soldiers in 
Korea. 
The general staff Is of the 


opinion that the Japanese rear must 
be protected and that a third corps 
must be landed and entrenched In a 
lln% across the peninsula before the 
real forward movement can begin. Lack 
of transportation facilities, according 
to the Russian advices are delaying 
the Japanese.

Both in Japan and Korea the roads

structive. About three yeans ago'thV city voted.•$2.000.000. to pay for improve- 
ments and extensions made by the lessees of the plant, and last Friday another 
bond issue of $487,500 was veiled to make urgently needed additions to the plan: 
—$337.600 to increase the supply and $150,000 for a new reservoir. According 
to the statement of the superintendent, the present supply is inadequate and 
the reservoir capacity only equals two days' consumption. 
In presenting th» 


necessity for a new storage reservoir, he says: 


"At present the reservoir capacit;- of the city Is less than two days' supply. 


Hence we are compelled to maintain a constant flow of equal, or nearly equal 
to the maximum demand. 
Naturally there is a variation between the sum- 


.iner and winter supply, and the demand is greater at the time when the supply 
Is at the lot.'est ebb. The proposed reservoir will contain a thirty-days' sup- 
ply, and by graduating Its use, flir.ng during the time at least demand Is 
greatest at the time when of greatest demand, we can get along with a smaller 
development of water." 


With a supply that barely keeps pace with consumption, and which has to 


be constantly enlarged at continual expense to meet growing demands, with

< Ity lost—finally ending in a compromise. 


The city paid $2.000.000 for the improvements and got Its property back. 
That 


was three years ago, and sir.oe 'then two bond issues have been voted for fur- 
ther extensions'. Those coniemplntec. in the last bond issue, when completed. 
Will give the city little reserve above present current needs and only thirty 
days' storage capacity. The people O'' Lori Angeles get their water at low rates. 
but they have to use U sparingly and .are compelled to keep going down in 
their porkets for more rr.oney to put in the plant.

out harming In the least the symmetry of the edifice. 


These buildings will, of <-ourse, b'^ constructed according to the most mod- 


ern -plans evolved by master minds in the construction of buildings for educa- 
tional purposes.

Why is it? r'or one thing, it appears that the regula- 
tions have been systematically violated. In order to ma.ke a record for quick 
firing it has been the pract! :e to kei-p several charges of powder in the tur- 
rets during target practice. To this violation of the regulations the accident 
on the Missouri was directly due. Keeping a ton or so of high-grade explosive 
in the narrow compass of a turret w h i l e the guns are being fired is taking a 
fearful risk. It is needless to say tha' this risk is wholly unnecessary. 


The Plaint of a Spoilsman 


Senator Bailey of Texn.", who frtinkly acknowledges that he believes In 


Marcy's apothegm, "to the victors belong the spoils," has been assailing the 
Civil Service law as a fraud and a humbug. He says 90 per cent o£ the gov- 
ernment employes who get into the service pass their examinations by cheat- 
Ing or collusion and that the other 10 per cent are prigs and incompetents. 
The charge is sweeping, but it is not wholly unjustified by the facts. 
That the 


Civil Service examinations ore made farcial by trickery and collusion is too 
true, but that is the fault of those who execute the law, not an infirmity of the 
law itself. 


Now who is responsible for the manner In which the Civil Service la'.v 


IK .malcdministered? 
The spoilsmen of course—men like Senator Bailey who 


bel'eve that the spoils of office are the legitimate loot of politics. Thus we 
see that neither the law nor the believers in the law can be blamed for the 
condition which the Texas Senator so soundly berates. He points to the evils 
of the spoils system as an evidence of the weakness and sham of the merit 
system. 
It. Is a good deal like the .levil pointing to whisky as a proof that 


holy water is a banpful fluid. 


Who cheat in the Civil Service examination? The spoilsmen. 
Who make 


the law a travesty? The spoilsmen. And why? In order that the maxim "to 
the victors belong the spoils" may be carried out. Does not this prove that the 
Civil Service Inw is good instead of proving that it is bad? 


But with all the cheating and crookedness in administering the law, it is 


better than the system it superseded. 
The Civil Service is on a higher plane 


now than it ever was. It is far from perfect, but Its imperfections are precisely 
in proportion to the extent that the spoils system has corrupted the law or 
evaded its provisions. The more clotty the law is followed in spirit and let- 
ter, the nearer ideal the service becomes.

the opposite view, for Judge Church s no believer in license in speech and is 
by nature averne to acrimony and accusation. His objection to libel laws Is

only by the repetition of certain mag- 
ical formulas.
